A long way 
from home 


Myrna Kostash and Bloodlines in Eastern Europe

dmonton-based writer Myrna 

Kostash is having an interest- 
ing year. She has just published 
Bloodlines; a Journey into Eastern 
Europe, the chronicle of her travels 
in Ukraine, Czechoslovakia .and 
Yugoslavia. She is Chair of The Writ- | 
ers’ Union of Canada this year, and 
in order to do the job as she wants to, 
she has temporarily moved to Toronto. 

In the Storied East, she suffers a 
strange paradox: feeling the expatri- 
ate’s separation from her local roots 
and culture while experiencing the 
excitement of immersion in the cul- 
tural policy-making core of her | 
country. She’s watching a new gov- 
ernment take office in Ottawa while 
worrying about the effects of federal 
Reform MPs and the provincial Klein 
administration at home. 

Myrna and I live in Hromada Hous- 
ing Co-operative, in Strathcona. We 
managed to talk once in person 
when she passed through her home 
briefly on the book's promotional 
tour, but had to settle for finishing 
our talk on the telephone as she 
settled back into her Toronto life. 

When I called for the formal inter- 
view, I felt I was being interviewed 
first, as Myrna led off with a rapid 
fire of political questions: “How are 
people feeling? What about the cuts? 
How are people adapting?” Finally I 
steered the talk around to Myma Ko- 
stash herself, her Toronto writing life, 
her involvement in the Union, her 
book, and her future projects. I started 
out by asking about her writing life. 

“I've given up the idea of a writ- 
ing life while I’m here — I have a 
schmoozing life,” Myrna says. “Like 
so many other single people who 
are self-employed in Toronto I leave 
the house early in the morning and 
come home late at night, food rots in 
my fridge, and nobody comes to 
visit. You meet people in restau- 
rants, you don’t cook. 

“I very much miss our Edmonton 
social custom of the potluck. No- 
body does that. It’s not co-operative 
entertainment at all. I belong to a 





group of women who meet once a 


| month called the Carnivores, made 


up of longtime feminists and wom- 
en working longtime in the arts. The 
only rule is that we have to cook 
meat. When you go to a carnivore’s 
house the host does it all — cooks, 
does dishes. 

“I've stopped going to movies, 
because I’m out at readings or 
Jaunches or must-be-seen-at cultur-

In ancestral lands 


nd what about the book? Blood- 

lines is the chronicle of Myr- 
na’s travels through much of Eastern 
Europe. To me, summarising this 
book would be like summarising 
the experience of the distant grand- 
child returning to the ancestral lands 
for a family reunion. There are the 
same combinations of stranger's 
detachment mixed with deep family 
awareness, cool analysis edging into 
bitchy family in-jokes, and passion- 
ate involvement larded liberally with 
culture shock. Unlike the denser 
prose and more academic quality of 
her earlier work, Bloodlines is an 
intensely personal narrative. 

“The very hostile reaction to Long 
Way From Home really set me back. 
I was doubting my technique as a 
non-fiction writer. Over the next 
years I assigned myself to examine 
non-fiction writing. The challenge 
was to find all the ways you can 
push the edge of non-fiction writ- 
ing. I was reading non-fiction, 
looking for writers who could be 
models. For instance, I was reading 
Eduard Galeano, who is a journalist, 
non-fiction writer and Man of the 
Left in Uruguay. His work is lyrical, 
vivid, anecdotal, passionate. He uses 
very disparate material: letters, con- 
versations, phone calls, dreams, 
flashbacks, secondary sources, and 
every now and then he stands up 
and makes a speech. That's what I 
wanted this book to be like. 

“When you work on small bits 
rather than large, you can do what 
fiction writers and poets do: talk 
about how they waved their hands, 
what was on the wall behind their 
heads, the mood I was in when I 
entered the cafe. The big authorita-- 
tive statements don’t let you do that. 
I really tried to foreground the per- 
sonal and anecdotal, and [although 

I did an immense amount of re- 
search] I really fought the impulse to 
instruct the reader.

“My agent is now trying to place it | 
in New York, but Americans as we 
know are notoriously uninterested 
in other people, and they write their 
own books about eastern Europe, 
thank you very much!

“My feeling about the book right | 
now is that it’s behind me.

know I did my very best by it, but 
I’ve come to a kind of closure with 
this book. It’s out there. I’ve got 
other fish to fry. 

“I'm already on to better things. 
For my next book, I’m working ona 
project in erotojournalism: it's tenta- 
tively titled The Doomed Bridegroom. 

“I'm giving a reading at the Jon 
Whyte memorial series in Banff on 
January 13, and giving a community 
workshop there as well. Then I’m 
looking forward to teaching the cre- 
ative non-fiction residency at The 
Loft in Minneapolis in March. My 
idea there is to introduce the work- 
shop participants to Canadian 
non-fiction as a tradition.

“We have a very positive feeling 
that we don’t have to fight the arts 
bureaucracy, that they’re in the same 
corner with us. What isn’t so won- 
derful is the sense which comes out 
that the public is hostile to the arts 
— most recently that shameful ref- 
erendum in Vancouver, where as 
part of the civic election, voters 
were asked for support for a two 
million dollar foundation to provide 
arts grants. The proposal was de- 
feated. That should never have gone 
to referendum at all — it’s a really 
right-wing thing to do — a city 
council should decide themselves if 
they want to spend the money that 
way. 

“There’s always a feeling that even 
if you've got the politicians on your 
side you've still got the public who 
needs to be won over to the idea of 
the cultural subsidy, rather that call- 
ing it a frill —- I hate that expression! 
That’s why I welcome this cultural 
paper from the OFL. Imagine: ‘auto 
workers for the arts’! 

“The Union is also involved in this 
major and very important confer- 
ence on Race and Writing, organized 
by the racial minority writers com- 
mittee, to be held next June in 
Vancouver.”

Air-borne cooldom and a bite where it irks

lease remember to stay exactly 
three feet away from the radio 

at all times, to avoid an overdose in 

cooldom. Enjoy the show... 

And so begins another broadcast of 
Gaywire, the ear-opening CJSR radio 
show aimed at the gay, lesbian and 
bisexual communities. Recent editions 
of the one-hour show (weekly Thurs- 
days at 6 p.m. on FM88) have included 
an interview with a drag queen, a 
discussion of club etiquette on sharing 
dance space with “fag hags,” specula- 
tion on soap stars “coming out,” 
backlash commentary on Alberta Re- 
port's anti-gay stances —all presented 
with the lighthearted energy of a tech- 
no beat throbbing in the background. 

The program also features a vari- 
ety of entertaining features such as 
news, AIDS awareness, book and 
movie reviews, music, gay trivia and 
the newest feature (quickly garner- 
ing immense popularity), Ask Bianca. 

Mark, 24, and Bianca, 21, are Gay- 
wire’s current hosts. Mark isa University 
of Alberta graduate now studying arts 
administration at Grant MacEwan Com- 
munity College, who began listening 
to the show as a high school student. 
It's a different show now. “The people 
who ran the show before us placed the 
emphasis on hard news. There’s some- 
thing to be said for talk radio, but it was 
at the point of lecturing, speaking 
down to the audience. That kind of 
attitude is segregative,” he says. 

“Our features act as sort of a 
liaison between simply bitching or 
actually doing something,” interjects 
Bianca. That name is the pseud- 
onym she began using when she 
was living in rez, the term used at 
the U of A to refer to campus-based 
dormitories. “Anyone in rez who 
seemed to be even a little pink 
might as well wear a sign on their 
face saying, ‘Hit me with a baseball 
bat!’” the drama student claims. 

“Gay trivia is a lot of fun, with that 
tacky background music. It’s a way to 
learn more about gay cultural history 
in a fun form,” Mark explains. 

“The Ask Bianca feature is a great 
way to get listener feedback,” Bianca 
continues. Listeners send in their ques- 
tions, about anything from the serious 


to the mundane, and Bianca will sup- 
ply a unique and humorous response. 

“I would also like to announce 
that I have officially been made a 
goddess,” says the extremely out- 
spoken bisexual woman. “Some 
people wrote in asking if they could 
worship me — I am now the Divine 
One!” she laughs. 

“Gaywire also functions to help 
us push gay events, as well as give 
out information pertinent to the gay 
community,” Mark adds. 

“The gay community doesn’t get 
that representation in the mainstream 
media,” says CJSR news director Jen- 
nifer Ouano. Gaywire is “an outlet 
for them.” 

Program Manager Christine 
Chomiak adds that Gaywire, the first 
electronic media show of its kind in 
Alberta, experienced friction from 
campus audiences when it started 
over five years ago. Some potential 
advertisers wouldn’t buy airtime 
because of the program. “It was 
closed-minded on their part, but it’s 
probably just as well,” Chomiak said. 

In recent months, the time spent 
on hard news items has been re- 
duced. “Many of our media sources 
have been cut off,” Mark explains. 
“Sometimes we get some informa- 
tion at the beginning of the month 
but then it tapers off.” 

“Facts and figures are not impor- 
tant,” Bianca adds. “Anyone can repeat 
facts and figures. What is more impor- 
tant is to create positive images for 
others. We have a very high listener- 
ship of people who are closeted, 
and we are one of the only outlets 
for these people,” she explains. ‘If 
Gaywire is not an inspiration, then at 
least it's a solace.” 

Initially, the two hosts went 
through a period of shyness on the 
air. “In the beginning, we were try- 
ing to find our identity. In fact, the 
first time I was on the show, I only 
read the news. We played a lot of 
music to fill the time. Now we talk 
much more,” says Bianca. 

The music, which still comprises 
a large portion of the show, is most- 
ly disco. Mark, who picks most of 
the music, plays what he likes, “but 
I also choose selections which rep- 
resent the gay culture. Gay music is 





dance music, because the disco era 
was one of gay liberation. It’s also 
fun and upbeat.” 

“Disco has seen a resurgence be- 
cause of the AIDS epidemic. It was 
a way of coming out of the closet and 
getting noticed, by being loud about it. 
Disco also suggests decadence in a 
way which is safe,” Bianca adds. 

Lesbian music, often character- 
ized by female folksingers, is harder 
to find because many of these artists 
record on independent labels, ac- 
cording to Mark. 

The two claim that listener reac- 
tions have become fairly tame in 
recent years. “Ten years ago, the 
show used to get threatening phone 
calls, but in the last two years, there 
have been no real problems — knock 
on wood,” Mark says. 

Because of the outspoken nature 
of the show, a disclaimer has been 
recently added — the only show on 
CJSR to have one. “We added the 
disclaimer because we're so vocal. 
Sometimes we bite people where it 
irks,” says Bianca. 

Whatever the reasons for some- 
one to find Gaywire offensive, it 
certainly isn’t because of tasteless 
sexual content. “Putting something 
on the air that is overtly sexually 
explicit would merely be pandering 
to the lowest common denominator 
— which does indeed exist in the 
gay community like anywhere else,” 
Bianca comments. 

“We do have features on safer sex 
and AIDS, but they are done in a 
clinical fashion,” Mark adds. 

Future plans for the show include 
reporting on cultural events in other 
cities. Mark and Bianca also stress that 
volunteers are always welcome to par- 
ticipate in the show, in areas such as 
book reviews, features and interviews. 

Bianca gives the last word on the 
importance of participation within 
the gay community, saying that “it’s 
all a matter of getting the communi- 
ty in Edmonton active. I’m starting 
to hear some rumblings.”

ost advertising inside Edmon- 

ton Transit buses seems 
innocuous — pitches for gum, choc- 
olate bars, cough syrups, ads for 
office temps and non-profit agen- 
cies. But some ads are not all they 
appear to be. 

Some organizations use bus pan- 
els to offer what they call safe, 
confidential support and informa- 
tion on alternatives in the face of 
unplanned pregnancy. The Pregnan- 
cy Crisis Centre even claims to 
provide information on abortion. 
But these organizations oppose abor- 
tion, and have their own reasons for 
wanting to “help” women in need. 

I stumbled upon the unadvertised 
side of these groups when I found 
myself, a couple of years ago, facing 
the possibility of an unplanned preg- 
nancy. With a year of classes still to 
go at university and a terminally ill 
parent to care for, I knew abortion 
was my Dest choice. I had seen a bus 
ad for the Pregnancy Crisis Centre 
and decided to call for information 
on abortion. 

The woman who answered the 
phone was pleasant enough at first, 
at least until the abortion question 
was broached. Then she demanded 
to know what was wrong with me 
that I couldn’t parent or put the 
child up for adoption; didn’t I feel 
guilty for wanting to murder my 
own baby? When I replied no, the 
phone slammed at the other end. It 
was clear that no information on 
abortion would be offered. 

A call to the Pregnancy Counsel- 
ling Centre yielded a similar if more 
polite result. When I persisted for 
more information on abortion, the 
phone counsellor suggested my fam- 
ily doctor as a better source. 

Fortunately my problem resolved 
itself, but the experience left me 
shaken. I had bought into their ads 
promising support and information. 
Instead I got a lecture and a person- 
al attack. How, I wondered, could 
women who really were pregnant 
handle that kind of reaction? I men- 
tioned my experience to friends, 
who were as surprised as I was to 
realize that the bus ads represented 
anti-choice agencies. 

A few months ago a bus ride 
reminded me of the experience and 
I decided to find out a little more 
about the clinics behind those ads. 
Atrip to Planned Parenthood helped 
shed some light on the work done 
by such agencies. Jeni Adler, Planned 
Parenthood’s volunteer co-ordina- 


A different agenda 


Is this ‘help’ with an unwanted pregnancy? 
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“We see many women who go to 
these anti-choice agencies, thinking 
it’s us because of the advertising,” 
explains Adler. “By the time they get 
to us, they’ve really been damaged 
by the incident.” 

Another Planned Parenthood 
counsellor recounted an experience 
with one of her clients who had 
mistakenly visited one of the anti- 
choice agencies. During her visit, 
the client, who had initially ex- 
pressed an interest in parenting, 
asked for some information on abor- 


tion. At that point counsellors at the | 


anti-choice agency suggested she view 
some “educational” films on abortion. 


When the client declined to watch the | 


videos, the counsellors refused to 
return her coat until she complied. She 
was subsequently shown a number 
of graphic videos showing second 
and third trimester abortions. 

I made an appointment to visit the 
Pregnancy Crisis Centre, explaining 
that I would be writing an article on 
alternatives for pregnant teens. There 
were two counsellors working the 
night I visited; one a university stu- 
dent, and the other a senior citizen. 
They explained that their primary 
role was as “information givers,” 
and that they offered clients infor- 
mation on all three options 
(adoption, parenting and abortion). 

“Basically, the girls that come in 
here usually want abortion informa- 
tion, by that we give them the 
psychological aspects, like post- 
abortion syndrome, and the medical 
aspects that they’re going to be deal- 
ing with...because if they go to an 
abortion clinic, they won’t be briefed 
on any of that, they will just be told 
‘This is a five minute procedure’,” 
explained the younger counsellor. 
“But,” she quickly cautioned, “we 
try to leave it up to the girls.” 

Both counsellors expressed a be- 
lief that “girls” consider abortion 
only until they get more informa- 
tion. As proof in point the older 
counsellor explained how she had 
recently managed to convince a 
phone client who had been raped to 
consider parenting instead of hav- 
ing an abortion. “The only thing she 
had in mind was an abortion, but I 
probably talked her out of (it).” 

The Pregnancy Crisis Centre 
opened in 1985 and is staffed prima- 
rily by volunteers. They do not refer 
clients to adoption agencies and 
they will not give out any informa- 
tion on birth control, other than 
pamphlets outlining the hazards of the 
different birth control methods and 
promoting the virtues of abstinence. 
They are pro-life, though that informa- 
tion is conspicuously absent from their 
advertising, and eager to distance them- 
selves from what they see as the 

| radical pro-life demonstrators who 


yul- | picket abortion clinics. 






According to the two counsellors, 
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funding is derived primarily through 
private sources, including donations 
from several pro-life doctors. They 
claim to have little support from 
government or other agencies, al- 
though it is apparent from their 
videos and their literature that they 
are tied, in some degree, to the anti- 
choice groups in the United States. 
During my visit I was given pam- 
phlets on such subjects as abstinence, 
post-abortion trauma, the myth of safe 
sex, the rights of fathers, and the terror 
of abortion. Virtually all of this infor- 
mation is printed in the USA. 

I was also allowed to watch some 


| of their videos. The first was a rather 


poor copy of the now infamous 
Silent Scream, a film that has be- 
come more cheesy than disturbing 
with time. The other two were a bit 
more of a surprise. Eclipse of Rea- 
son, is an updated, slicker version of 
Silent Scream. \t features graphic, 
close up gynaecological shots of a 
third trimester abortion. Hosted by 
Charlton Heston (trust me, you'll 
never enjoy Ten Commandments 
again!), it is filled with emotion- 
laden language and is meant to 
frighten and repulse the viewer. The 
third film, Meet the Abortion Provid- 
ers, is filled with testimonials from 
doctors who used to perform abor- 
tions, but have since realized the 
extent of their crimes. It focuses 
primarily on the potential medical 
horrors that can result from botched 
abortions and on the desire for prof- 
it that drives the pro-choice 
movement in the States. 

Even recognizing that these vid- 
eos are highly subjective propaganda 
material for the anti-choice move- 
ment, they were extremely disturbing 
to watch. I can only imagine the 
impact they would have on someone 
dealing with the emotional crisis of an 
unplanned pregnancy. The younger 
counsellor assured me that clients were 
rarely shown these videos. 

The counsellors I spoke with at 
the Pregnancy Crisis Centre seemed 
sincere in their beliefs. They did not 
consider themselves to be radical pro- 
lifers, and really felt that they provide 
nurturing support for their clients. 
Without doubt, they were more 
pleasant that the person I encoun- 
tered in my initial phone contact. 

There is no doubt the centre has 
an agenda, and that is to stop wom- 
en from choosing abortion. 
Unfortunately, few women will know 
of that agenda before going to their 
offices, especially if drawn there by 
the ads on transit buses. 

After my personal experience with 
other agencies, I became a volun- 
teer at the Planned Parenthood 
Association of Edmonton, an orga- 
nization which makes its position 
clear from the start and which gen- 
uinely presents all three options to 
women in an objective manner. ©

PE EaApa She describes the “synergy” which occurs when seasoned 
poets (whose craft,almost by definition, is self-conscious) 
stand side by side with those who may be offering their first 
undiluted efforts to an audience. It’s often the energy of the 
novices, she says who (not knowing “the rules”) “push the 
limits” and, by doing so, create the art form. 

Candace likens the synthesis of these two kinds of poetic 
performance to the philosophy of the formalists: form 
combined with idea creates something larger than both. In 
light of this understanding, sophisticated language and 
imagery, social relevance of individual expressions, occa- 
sional posturing by individual artists — each seems less 
important than the excitement of what is created when they 
are all thrown together. 

And what is the essence of that excitement? The creation 
ofa poetry that is accessible, say Candace and others. It’s not 
Shakespeare, not the few narrative poems which, in high 
school, were the only things which made sense to our 
unseasoned ears. Neither is it high-falutin’ words from the 
kind of artistic types one sees only at a distance. Rather, it’s 
a real, living poetry of the people. 

However, to an unbiased observer — one who's not 
there primarily to applaud a friend — style might seem more 
evident than méssage (or idea) in most of the renderings. 
The audience as a whole is sympathetic to most of the 
readers, but stage presence appears to be highly significant. 
Voices must penetrate the gentle hubbub around them. 
Pauses must be dramatic; facial expressions tell’a lot.

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Altman cuts it thick

hen Robert Altman directed 

Popeye (1980), the result was 
the most unintentionally unfunny 
comedy since Dean Martin’s Matt 
Helm cycle of films. Not only that, 
but it fortified his position as the 
biggest pariah in Hollywood since 
Orson Welles (“Biggest” is a relative 
term when one is bring Welles into 
the discussion.). Perhaps fateful in 
light of the fact that both were often 
compared for the meticulous care 
they took in texturing the sound- 
tracks for their films. That and for 
their penchant for filming stories 
that were unconventional and inno- 
vative in structure. 

While Welles had one last shot at 
redeeming his reputation, A Touch of 
Evil, and flopped miserably, Altman's 
career suffered a much kinder fate. 

Flash forward to 1992. Sure the 
'80s sucked. Who out there amongst 
my faithful readership thought you 
had a good time while the religious 


right were whooping it up in the 


legislatures world wide? Right. All 
two of you. Well, the ’80s were just 
as kind to Altman. For every Secret 
Honor there was an O.C. and Stiggs. 

With the critical success of Vin- 
cent and Theo (Not to mention the 
raft of awards it won at sundry 
festivals), he started getting phone 
calls from the major studios in Hol- 
lywood. In return he offered The 
Player (His opening shot was an 
overt tribute to Welles's A Touch of 
Evil: Touche!!). Given Altman’s up 
and down track record for the last 
decade, he was due for another 
flop. Alas, his savage attack of the 
studio system in Tinseltown proved 
to be a critical and commercial 
smash, picking up a few Oscar nom- 
inations in the process (Altman’s 
first since M*A*S*H), thereby ruining 
any of Altman’s plans in going out in 
a blaze of glory. 

Why all this preamble before the 





actual review? Well, let’s just say 
that I’m inspired by watching Short 
Cuts, Altman's latest cinematic of- 
fering and his follow-up to The Player. 
In it, he uses a series of Raymond 
Carver’s short stories and poems to 
demonstrate to the audience that we 
are, in some way, all connected. 
Even if you don’t believe this, you'll 
have to admit that he puts up botha 
compelling and entertaining argu- 
ment. Altman and co-screenwriter 
Frank Barhydt take nine of Carver’s 
plots and 22 of his characters, hack 
them up and stitch them together with 
tailor-like skill, like the way Dr. Mo- 
reau might have severed the head of 
an idiot savant *rtle and sewn it to 
the neck of Preston Manning. 
Short Cuts shows the level of in- 
terpersonal and sexual dysfunction 
of American society. It also may 
shock the viewer by portraying our 
banal indifference to sexual violence, 
while dissecting and defining its subtle 
layers. Altman gets support from an 


ensemble whose performances range | 


from the competent (Matthew Mod- 
ine) to the truly brilliant (Tim 
Robbins, Chris Penn and Tom Waits). 
Lori Singer pitches in, playing a 
cellist (Wow! What a stretch!). 

One of the most fascinating stories 
going around Hollywood has been of 
Altman’s attempt to film Kurt Von- 
negut’s Breakfast of Champions, which 
has been a pet project of his for years. 
While the canon of Vonnegut contains 
the least cinematic narrative in the 
history of American literature, Alt- 
man has proved himself the only 
director to properly film such a book, 
as Short Cuts plays like a Vonnegut 
novel with its gazillion sub-plots. Short 
Cuts is a film I can easily rate above 
both M*A*S*Hand Nashville, butI don’t 
find it better than Three Women, my, 
personal Altman fave. 

Even if you don’t have a bent for 
watching over three hours of some 
of the most meticulous and intelli- 
gent filmmaking coming out of 
Hollywood, the most jaded viewer 
will get a cheap thrill out of watch- 
ing pop star Huey Lewis whizzing 
on a woman’s corpse. ©

Skydiggers’ new lease on life as an indie

try — the Skydiggers 
would prefer you 
just call them a re- 
ally good band. The 
Toronto-based 
quintet have been 
around for five 
years now, touring 
the country inces- 
santly and winning 
over new fans with 
their simple, straight-forward songs. 
A blend of roots-rock, country and 
folk, the Skydiggers music embraces a 
wide range of influences, all of which 
can be heard on their three albums. 
The climb wasn't always that 
steady. An auspicious 1989 debut 
on Enigma Records, not to mention 
critical raves for their single, “I Will 
Give You Everything” soon gave 
way to economic turmoil when their 
label’s demise plagued the release 
of their Restless follow-up last year. 
Says guitarist Josh Finlayson of the 
predicament, “Don’t ask-me what 
happened, because I don’t think I 
even understand what went wrong.” 
Their latest release, Just Over This 
Mountain, is proof that the quintet 
has emerged with some grace with 
what is arguably their greatest al- 
bum to date. Having co-produced 
past recordings, the guys felt confi- 
dent enough to produce this one 
themselves — for practical reasons 
more than artistic ones. Finlayson 
says that one of the downsides to 
being on an indie label — aside 
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The skydiggers 


from not having distribution outside 
of Canada — is not having the mon- 
ey to attract top-notch producers. 

“Next time out, I think I would 
love to work with a producer who’s 
done stuff that I like. But, up to this 
point, I think our experience has 
been a good thing... it’s taught us a lot 
about what we're able to do. I think I 
have a better understanding of what 
I’m capable of,” says Finlayson. 

Voted Most Promising Group at 
the Junos this year, the band sees 
the release as the culmination of 
everything they've been trying to 
say musically for the past five years. 
To drive the message home, they 
recently embarked on yet another tour, 
which began with “rehearsal” dates at 
Ultrasound in Toronto. Those dates 
were, according to Finlayson, a very 
low-key affair, their goal being to “break 
in” their new drummer and also to try 
out the new material live. 

Being on the road literally means 
that Finlayson and Co. literally sing 
for their suppers. “We definitely 
make our living from touring.” ©

“all-Canadian boys who grew up 
with Hockey Night in Canada, Don 
Messer’s Jubilee, A.M. radio, — 
y'know, C.C.R., the Beatles, Van 
Morrison and Them... uh, country, 
gospel — just everything.” Their 
debut, Strays, is a collection of catchy 
hooks containing an organic, rough- 
edged sound that accurately distills 
their disparate influences, as well as 
meeting with general approval on 
the national airwaves. “We’re get- 
ting used to being liked,” says 
Wilson, the 17-year veteran of the 
industry, who once fronted the Flor- 
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ida Razors, | 

The band is currently touring in 
support of the album, whose “ana- 
log atittude” Wilson passionately 
relates to. With due respect, he gen- 
erally eschews modern technology 
in music, preferring a more tradi- | 
tional approach — “I’ve always got | 
an acoustic around; I’m always writ- 
ing.” The relative directness of the 
good ol’ electric guitar as well as 
live performances appeals to Wil- 
son, despite recent pop trends to the 
contrary. He wonders aloud about a 
certain segment of the public who 
shy away from the live experience, 
preferring pre-recorded music in- 
stead. A live performance, he feels, 
demands more out of those assem- 
bled, and that’s too much for some 
people these days. 

The desire to connect at a basic 
level fuels both the earthy, groove 
oriented musical direction of Strays 
as well as its spacious, image-laden 
lyrics, which Wilson describes as “a 
collective prayer” and “a way to try 
to understand things.” The album, 
half of which was recorded in the 
studio, was propelled by two factors: 
producer Malcolm Burm (Daniel Lanois, 
Crash Vegas) and the band’s own 
impetus, namely 18-hour work days. 
But who paid for it? “Sony encour- 
aged that type of work ethic. But it 
wasn’t like ‘work’ to us.” But then, 
Junkhouse are from Hamilton, after 
all. What else did you expect? ©

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SHEPPARD AND HIS FLOCK 


Guess who’s coming to E-Town? 
Hint: put the words “techno” and 
“Canada” in the same sentence. If 
you're like us, the name “Chris 
Sheppard” should scream in your 
mind, That’s right, Toronto’s popular 
DJ and creator of the Techno Trip 
compilation CDs is coming back to 
Edmonton. 


Last time Sheppard was here, he 
and his production crew B.K.S. 
(Becker, Kavanagh, and Sheppard) 
hosted a rave at Barry T’s. “It was a 
good time, you know. I mean, it’s not 
typically the kind of show I normally 
do,” says Sheppard. “There were a lot 
of cool people there that night. It was 
mental. Hopefully, it’ll be the same 
way at the Malibu show.” 


Sheppard’s latest release, Have A 
Nice Trip, is a mix of harder techno 
beats than his previous albums. 
“There’s some pretty hard things on 
that, like Acen, who we worked with 
on the past three compilations. He’s 
my favourite really, and he did what I 
consider to be the best song of the 
year, “Window in the Sky’. There’s 
the Rufig Cru who were over here for 
a rave; they’re like, the break beat 
sounds of Lendon-town, very hard, 
very abrasive, the darker side of 
hardcore.” 

“We've got: ( 
there, quite heavy 
tracks. My favourite 
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“Most of the companies would 
never touch or release this stuff 
domestically, somebody would really 
have to fight to find these releases. 
We tweak with them and remix a few 
of them and then put them out, and I 
think everybody’s surprised that it 
sells, but is it to my surprise? Not 
really. I don’t underestimate the 
intelligence of the audience. I think 
radio and television music shows 
often underestimate how intelligent 
their audience really is and that they 
teally want this music. ‘Power of the 
American Natives’ working in the 
clubs is a perfect example of that.” 


Of course B.K.S.’s_ current 
success is nothing (much) to 
complain about with the recent 
release of Dream Catcher. “That’s the 
one that really put us over the top up 
here. We travel with, like, three 
keyboardists, three singers, dancers, 
film loops, lasers, pyro and stuff like 
that, so, it’s just like a bigger thing 
out here than it is out there. B.K.S. 
has really exploded out here and in 
certain places. The last few shows, 
we’ve done with B.K.S. in Toronto 
had over 10,000 people at them, it’s a 
really huge show. I think we’re really 
more kind of underground down in 
Edmonton. Guys like you know about 
us, but not really anybody else.”

information, but that’s about the 
furthest from the truth.” 


As for the current state of techno 
and possible future transformation. 
“What happened with techno is that it 
started to get harder and harder and 
more abrasive, it isolated certain parts 
of the audience and it got a lot darker 
as well. It brought out a very dark 
side and a very dark crowd, and the 
happy people who used to all be 
happy and into the happy techno have 
now kind of moved into progressive 
house and house music because it’s 
kind of a friendlier atmosphere. The 
rave scene is kind of split into'the two 
sides: you get the progressive and the 
happy house on the one side and you 
get the very dark hardcore on the 
other side; it brings out the very dark 
people. I mean it’s just evolution and 


those things happen. There were 
glorious moments. I’m equally into 
house music as I am into the hard 
techno, so, I kind of live two lives, I 
guess.” 


Sheppard’s triumphant return of 
Edmonton is to unveil the remixes to 
the winning songs for the Power Mix 
Contest, sponsored by Power-92 and. 
the Alberta Recording Industry 
Association, to find and help support 
the rhythm and dance music artists 
around Alberta. “I finished those 
mixes a couple of weeks ago,” replied 
Sheppard when asked about them. “I 
worked with B.K.S. on them. We did 
four mixes for two songs; they were 
down-tempo tracks and I brought the 
tempo up to about 120, 122 to kind of 
get you on the dance floor. There’s 
two that are pseudo-radio-friendly,

and there’s two that will really work 
well in the clubs. We didn’t go 
completely out of control, we didn’t 
do break beat, we did house fashion 
on them.”

The party’s just 
beginning at Club Malibu: The 
Morgue on Thursday, Dec. 2. at 9:00 
p.m. As well for all you DJs 
(seasoned or potential), Chris and 
B.K.S. Productions will be 
conducting a seminar about the 
techniques and technology of 
remixing music.

I’m happy to say that the 
scene has been lively as hell over the 
past month and I’ve got quite a bit to 
talk about.

Loco Café has closed and will 
probably remain so indefinitely.

Any expansion or 
renovation calls for a special license, 
which always costs a lot of money. 
Also, you’ll get milked for insurance 
and property taxes (which have 
recently skyrocketed) as well as 
utilities and any other expense the city 
can throw at you. 

Anyway, what I’m saying is, if 
you're going to start a business or an 
organization, plan it out before 
spending any money. Otherwise, you 
stand to lose a hell of alot. I guess I’m 
just bitter about the fact that I’ll never 
be able to have another awesome El 
Zorro Loco burrito again. Damn, they 
were good... sob... 

In any case, the Multipurpose 
Rumpusroom will be picking up all the 
cancelled El Zorro Loco gigs, so don’t 


fret. Watch for posters because there 
are a lot of happenin’ shows coming 
up. And it looks like Eco City is 
pulling out of the building; some jocal 
Scenesters have formed a non-profit 
organization to handle the rent. So, 
support the place! 

New local bands have been 
Popping up like mad. I haven’t seen 
Bush Frog yet, but this band was 
formed out of the ashes of Bush Pigs 
and Pork Frog (hence the name), and 
are really great from what I’ve heard. 
More on them later. 

Also, Captain Noah and the Dicks 
are a new punk-as-fuck band who need 
to practice a bit. Okay, a lot. When I 
saw them at the Rumpusroom, 
frontman Noah jumped around in a 
pair of white jockeys and nothing else. 
It was pretty funny, but still, these guys 
would definitely benefit from a few 
long jam sessions. For now, they’re a 
high school groupie band. 

I guess the Subworm Feeders have 
officially broken up because I just saw 
a new band called Resin who have 
claimed their drummer. They sound a 
bit like Eric’s Trip or maybe Daydream 
Nation-era Sonic Youth, with the 
driving beats and discordant guitar 
spiced up with a bit of feedback. Good 
stuff. 

I was at a really good show a while 
back with All, My Name and the 
Lemons. The Lemons rocked out with 
a Ramones-y punk style and headliners 
All played (of course) Descendents- 
influenced, junior high punk pop. My 
fave of the evening was My Name who 
are a quirky, kooky, spazzy mess of 
tempos and melodies. They were 
aggressive and loud and they confused 
the hell outta the mosh kids. In any 
case, the singer said something that 
really surprised me. In reference to the 
mosh pit he said, “Looks like you’re all 
stuck in, uh, 1985... But there's 
nothing wrong with that.” He also did 
some funny mosher impersonations. 


First off, before I say anything 
else, keep in mind that (and his 
Statement is testament to this) 
moshing, slamming, or whatever you 
want to call it, is basically dead. A lot 
of major city scenes have somehow 
eliminated it from their shows, 
probably because bands are intelligent 
enough to tell them to stop. Basically, 
most of the people at almost every 
show don’t want to get hit. They either 
want to dance without hitting each 
other, or they want to stand and watch 
the band. 

At least the mosh normally doesn’t 
get out of hand here in E-town, 
because the pit is usually small enough 
SO as to instill a sense of camaraderie 
and fun (the way it should be and 
usually is at smaller punk rock shows). 
However, I have seen bystanders get 
theirs heads cracked open by 
stagedivers. I’ve seen a kid paralysed, 
and I've seen a hell of a lot of fights. 
I've been elbowed and booted in the 
head, pierced with a sharpened stud 
and targeted for further damage by 
drunken mosh morons. It’s great when 
people are actually having fun, but 
there are so many situations in which 
people get hurt; and all the situations 
I’ve just listed have happened in 
Edmonton. I’ve seen even worse 
bullshit in other places, especially 
Calgary. 

So, since nobody gives a shit about 
anyone but themselves, I’ll just make a 
few suggestions for considerate 
people: 

1. If you’re in the pit and people 
are being stupid, start moshing in the 
Opposite direction than everyone else 
is. I tried that at one of the Smalls’ 
early shows and some goombahs 
actually tried to turn me around and 
make me run the other way. Ha! 

2. Don’t stagedive or bodysurf.

Actually, I don’t really mind when 
people choose to beat the shit out of 
each other, but I think the front of the 
stage should be reserved for those who 
actually want to watch the band 
instead of showing off. The moshers 
can piss around in a commer somewhere 
without hurting the people who are 
trying to enjoy the music. In other 
words, there’s nothing wrong with 
being stuck in 1985 as long as you 
aren’t forcing others to be stuck there 
with you. 

Blah, blah... anyway, as of press 
time the Bronx doesn’t have any bands 
scheduled past the Drool show on 
December Sth (which you should all 
gO see), so watch for posters and call 
their info line at 426-5833 over and 
over until something comes up. 

Hey! The ambitious kooks at 
locally based Green Pepper Records 
are putting out a compilation CD of 
about eleven E-town bands and it 
should be ready sometime after the 
holidays.

| have noticed that the 

fluences being incorporated into the 
music now are truly amazing. | am so 
happy to see that the old commercial, 
mainstream ea are being relegated 
to the back of the bus (so to speak), 
and an almost bewildering’ 
metamorphosis is definitely underway. 
While there are some new releases 
from older, and more pedigreed 
groups like IRON MAIDEN to consider, 
the really cutting-edge stuff is too 
important to miss. 


From Florida we have CYNIC’s new 
effort, Focus, which brings jazz fair 
and square into the Metal realm; this is 
an outstanding album that deserves 
serious attention (and not only from 
Metal listeners), with bass lines that 
just have to be heard. From Europe we 
have Holland's PESTILENCE, whose 
Spheres mixes an almost folky, offbeat 
world music style into their Metal 
foundation, something very different 
from their earlier stuff. France ups the 
ante with an industrial Metal outing 
from TREPONEM PAL (their third 
album, Excess And Overdrive), that 
augments the grind with Gallic 
sensibilities. While Austria's 
PUNGENT STENCH bring poetry and 
levity to new heights of Metal 
expression in Dirty Rhymes And 
Psychotronic Beats. 

Great Britain refuses to take a back 
seat anymore, either, and a plethora of 
leading edge sounds are once again 
emerging from that sceptered isle. 
Anglophiles will take renewed heart 
from new efforts from NECROSANCT 
(Desolate); PARADISE LOST, who 
have, with their new release /con 
shown an increasing maturity both 
lyrically and musically; and OPTIMUM 
WOUND PROFILE whose latest, 
Silver And Lead is one of the best of 
the year. (It’s going to be a great year 
for picking the~top 30 on Mind 
Compression, so please forgive me if | 
let a little chortle slip through every 
now and then...) 

No, my American afacionados, | 
have not forgotten you. Besides 
CYNIC, other stuff from the USA to 
took for includes BELIEVER, whose 
Christian-Metal release is too good to 
ignore. Forget Stryper; this album 
entitled Dimensions takes inspiration 
from scientific notables like Stephen 
Hawking, combines it with stirring 
mass and choral vocalizing and 
accomplished techno-Metal, mixes in 
unusual singing somewhat reminiscent 
of SONJA KRISTINA (from the 70’s 
prog. rock group CURVED AIR) and 
comes up with another winner. From 
Kalamazoo, Michigan we have 
THOUGHT INDUSTRY’s latest, a 


cynical overview of modern life with 
some interesting musical and lyrical 
twists called Assassins, Toads And 
God's Flesh. And from North Carolina 





It’s difficult to create an original 
sound when it comes to dance or more 
specifically industrial/dance music, but 
Edmonton may have someone who 
will break new ground in Dixonoxid.

we find GEEZER LAKE who offer a 
heavy Metal trumpet led self-titled 
album that definitely deserves a listen. 
Staying in the hemisphere, Brazil's 
SEPULTURA have just released their 
angriest, most political effort to date, 
Chaos A.D. This Is a growling, vital, 
musical commentary that fairly 
screams, “Listen Up!”. Another must. 


From the antipodes we find 
MORTIFICATION, another Christian- 
Metal effort entitled Post-Momentary 
Affliction that borders on the weird; 
and DISEMBOWELMENT, with a 
totally avant-garde-come-space Metal 
album entitled Transcendence Into The 
Peripheral that will certainly not be to 
everyone's taste. 


Oh yes. What about Canada you 
say? Well, Hamilton's VARGA have a 
pretty heavy effort called Prototype 
you may want to check out; Calgary's 
THRESHOLD OF PAIN have a demo 
tape called The Riddle? that rates a 
look and a listen (unlike their football 
team... sorry, | couldn’t resist) and 
Edmonton’s CREMATION have a 
worthy (and dark) self-titled two song 
demo ready to go. The big news here 
though, has to be the new DISCIPLES 
OF POWER release /nvincible Enemy 
(see review in this issue) which 
absolutely astounds with its technical 
complexity, musical strength and 
individual virtuosity. 


Some other things you may want to 
examine include DEAD WORLD's self- 
titled gloom Metal effort on Relapse 
Records and two new IRON MAIDEN 
releases | alluded to earlier in the 
column. A Real Dead One and Live At 
Donnington 1992 are both good 
retrospectives of the band’s live 
performances over the last few years, 
and should be nabbed by all MAIDEN 
fans. 


Finally, just a brief word about an 
Edmonton band | saw live a week ago.

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TOM WAITS — THE BLACK RIDER 


Tom Waits’ The Black Rider features a first time 
collaboration with the grand ol’ man himself, William S. 
Burroughs. With Waits’ booze rasp and brilliant though quirky 
arrangements aside (two guys are listed in the liner notes for 
omping their boots), the first thing I notice is that most of the 
ongs are about guns. Not surprising, since Uncle Bill's tragic 
jnfatuation with fire sticks is well documented, but you'd think 
he'd stay off the subject after his infamous William Tell 












































incident. When Waits croons “I'll shoot the moon 
: right out of the sky for you baby”, I can’t help but 
think that Burroughs should've aimed a bit higher. 
What JS this all about, anyway? 

The Black Rider is an adaptation of an old 
German folk tale (Der Freischutz), which Waits, Burroughs and theatrical producer 
Robert Wilson originally intended for the stage. The CD is not a soundtrack to the play, 
because Waits and Burroughs do not actually perform in the stage version. Instead, the 
‘CD stands on its own as it is embellished with extensive liner notes and extra sound bites 
to make up for its lack of visuals. 

The disc begins with Waits as a carnival barker (for SATAN) who promises onlookers 
‘a gawk at from Hitler’s brain to a German midget who once sat on J.P. 
Morgan's lap(!?). At times The Black Rider sounds cruel and gothic, like one of those 
medieval wood the witch hunts. At other times, it takes on the feel of 
a Russian ‘wedding with its strange string arrangements and drunken jubilance. Though 
many of the songs were written by Waits outright, Burroughs’ input does not stick out as 
being dissimilar, because the two share a sardonic way of perceiving the tale. 

The story is about a clerk who tries to win the hand of his love by impressing her father 
with his hunting skills. The problem is that he can’t shoot worth a dimn, so, he buys 
seven magic bullets from the devil. He wins over dad with his first six shots, but 
Burroughs writes of the seventh slug, “Some bullets is special for a single aim. A certain 
slag, Or a certain: And no matter where you aim, that's where the bullet will end 
up.” The children’s tale has a happy ending, but in the Waits/Burroughs interpretation the 
fre. shoots his fiancee dead on their wedding day. How's that for art imitating life?

ALL have never made any 
compromises for the sake of popularity or 
phony notoriety; they are a hard-working 
band, and I respect their unrelenting 
motivation.

For a band that is only releasing its second full- 
length release, England’s Swervedriver have already 
experienced tumultuous changes. A sew drummer 
and bass-player have dispelled rumours the band 
was finished-yet, with Mezcal Head, ‘Driver has 
decided to do away with the layered guitars and 
buried vocals that was its trademark sound on the 
band’s first record, Raise. 

Ironically enough, the disc is produced by Alan 
Moulder (Pale Saints, Jesus and Mary Chain), a 
pioneer of the white-noise style, While tracks such 
“Blowin’ Cool” are 
alternative-radio players, the band’s more accessible 
approach will disappoint Raise fans. A band will 
always be judged by its previous work, and while 
Mezcal Head is a decent enough record on ils own, 
it loses its lustre whea compared to the first album. 

Alan Moulder has instilled increased emphasis on 
over-the-top vocals and has asked the group to turn 
down the amps. This may be the first time he has 
ever worked backwards to this trademark. 

Only the eight-minute wip “Duress” rates as 
outstanding, and for a band that has so much 
promise, outstanding is all that can matter. 

One closing note: Listen closely to “Blowin’ 
Cool”, You'll find you can hum The Smiths’ “Stop 
Me If You Think” along with it You'll get the 
feeling you've heard that one before.

Laugh if you will, but a case for some sort of kindred 
spirituality could be made between The Rankin Family and 
Eric’s Trip. The former, weaned on Cape Breton borsebair- 
sawing, is an oddity in Canada’s country market, yet 80 tar, 
they've dominated the sagebrush scene in saics and awards 
quicker than you can say, “Draw!” And as far as the lalicr 
goes? Well, some windbag pontification is in order bere. 

First, one can’t help but detect that the rugged locale 
containing both Maritime acts has had some effect on their 
musical make-up. The earthly, artistic pedigree of the Allantic 
provinces has had a tendency to rub off on homegrown 
entertainers who, upon reaching af least continental semi- 
prominence, have somehow sounded a tad out of place in the 
big leagues. Vintage examples include Hank Snow and 
Stompin’ Tom Connors (Anne Murray doesn’t count!). 

Second, the threadbare formula of Eric's Trip numbers past 
and present doesn't jive too well with the plaid-laden swagger 
of most of Sub Pop's old notorious roster. If Mudhoney blueprints translaicd to 
architecture, their skyscrapers would include the graffiti. Eric’s Trip would be content 10 
leave the structures unfettered with the I-beams and rebar visible. Execs at Seattle’s 
groundbreaking indie label obviously wanted to escape the pretensions burying the image 
of their own backyard by aiming elsewhere, and by hitting Moncton, N.B., their dari 
landed on the right place on the map. 

In tum, the Trip hasn't switched creative gears in embracing their signing to what is still 
one of the U.S.A.’s coolest labels. They're not about to buy into the irreverent “Fuck Me 
I'm Rich” ethos that many of Sub Pop's earlier acquisitions had sewn onto their sleeves 
(with tongue firmly implanted in cheek, of course). Folk influences weaved with Fugazi- 
My Bloody Valentine distorto-lushness spins a mean catgut that holds the ET. beast 
together. In some places, they're close to pre-ciectric Cockbum than pre-cjaculatory cock 
rock, and if you don’t believe me, check out early releases by the Bruce Man, like In The 
Falling Dark and Night Vision. 

The scant production on Love Tara is barely a step up from previous indie efforts, which 
heips retain a waifish innocence, a far cry from the Emerald City’s war whoops of defiance 
that eventually killed the L.A. Strip in the late ‘80s. The question is, will the big-pant 
contingent clue in to the fiddiehead fermium glowing in the hoseriand hinterland in much 
the same way their Cape Breton counterparts swayed the steisons? Time will tell, of 
course, but Eric’s Trip can do no worse than demonstrated to American treadoids that 
toques have more than a fashionable application up north. &

Stage West production more than a tribute

sk arranger, studio wiz and 

Grace Under Pressure key- 
boardist Van Wilmott if the rock ‘n’ 
roll sounds of the 50s made any im- 
pression on his own musical 
background a couple of years ago and 
he would have laughed in your face. 
But since he’s taken the musical di- 
rector job at Stage West handling the 
charts for Legends of Rock ‘n’ Roll in 
Concert, currently running until Jan. 
30, Wilmott has discovered a whole 
new mindset in how those classics 
were created. 

“Once you have to tear it apart 
and analyze it, which anybody who 
arranges music does, you start learn- 
ing things,” he said. “If you’re 
open-minded, you start learning 
about how they achieved those 
grooves, and all of a sudden it be- 
comes very cool all over again.” 

And redefining Eisenhower-era cool 
for the nervous 90s has been how 
Wilmott has been biding his time for 
the past several months. He originally 
did Legends for a summer run in Cal- 
gary, before he was asked to remount 
the production here in E-town. The 
musician, whose local renown is great- 
er in pop circles, also handled the 
music foranother dinner theatre project, 
Nunsense. But the current show made 
him feel more at ease by collaborating 
with several session mates. Markus 
Friebe provides the pipes and pelvis as 








Elvis Presley, Barrie Randle plays the 
melancholy Ray Orbison and Johnny 
Vallis portrays the Fender-cranking 
Buddy Holly. Martha Livingstone and 
Joanna and Rosalyn Petty also contrib- 
ute vocals, while Wilmott, Louis 
Sedmak, Farley Scott and Ken Chalm- 
ers make up the rest of the band. 

“The guys that I’m used to work- 
ing with are not the guys who 
normally get calls to do theatre gigs,” 
said Wilmott. “I’m biased, but to me 
it makes a difference. And these 
guys are really good.” 

Replicating the sounds of the golden 
days hasn’t merely been a matter of 
endlessly poring over charts and dig- 
ging through vinyl. Wilmott also had to 
study how the songs were created in 
studios bereft of multi-tracking and 
special effects. He even tried to get a 
feel for the personalities of the rock 
icons in order to analyze the passion 
that went into chart-toppers like “Only 
the Lonely,” “Peggy Sue” and “All Shook 
Up.” The result is what he feels is more 
than just a hasty tribute show. 

“It’s not a casual band up there 
bashing a bunch of Elvis tunes. We 
try to do it really well and try to do 
it authentically.” 

Audiences in that retro vein may 
revel in rekindling past memories, but 
for Wilmott, the job has resulted in a 
high regard for the creative process 
that flourished during those times. 

“You start appreciating what's going 
on inside, even the tracks that were 
recorded 30 years ago. Buddy Holly 
did a hell of a lot in a couple of years. 
And Elvis, what do you say? And the 
same thing goes for Orbison. These are 
well-constructed songs.” }

ocals may remember Trevor 

Schmidt from his long incarnation 
as the guitar-strumming Doody in Stage 
West's Grease. He longs for the day 
when he can play his own age and step 
out of cutsey teenage roles, but hey, at 
24, acherubic face doesn’t last forever. 

Appropriately, his visage is ripe for 
the title role in Times Square Angel, at 
Rebar until Dec. 19.

Schmidt, decked out in illuminated 
wings and tasty halo, is escorted 
onstage by two bouncers, which 
sets up the first of many altercations 
with The Almighty One.

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Not a hard nut to crack 


Calgary conductor tackles Tchaikovsky classic

There’s a lot of firsts in Alberta 
Ballet's upcoming performance of 
The Nutcracker, from an orchestral 
point of view, anyway. 1993 is, after 
all, the Tchaikovsky year, the 100th 
anniversary of the death of the com- 
poser, and a great marketing excuse 
for everyone to cash in on the noto- 
riety. And, as this is Alberta Ballet's 
first year with symphony orchestra 
accompaniment at each perfor- 
mance, and given that The 
Nutcracker is their timeless holiday 
tradition, the implications of it all 
are pretty overwhelming. Especially 
if you’re the conductor for the show 
-and even more so if this is your first 
time conducting ballet. 

Unless you’re Andre Jutras. 

For the past three seasons, Jutras 
has been the Staff Conductor of the 
Calgary Philharmonic Orchestra. This 





season, his last at that post, has 
Proven to be the most hectic of them 
all, as the CPO's former Music Direc- 
tor, Mario Bernardi, left after the 
1992/93 season. Conducting both 
the CPO and the Edmonton Sym- 
phony Orchestra at the Calgary and 
Edmonton performances of Alberta 
Ballet's The Nutcracker, however, is 
not part of his regular job descrip- 
tion. 

“No, this isn’t part of being the 
staff conductor,” said the Sher- 
brooke, Quebec native. “They called 
me and asked me to do it, and I was 
available. So, I’m really looking for- 
ward to it.” 

As for all the implications sur- 
rounding a Tchaikovsky work in 
this Tchaikovsky year, none of that 
phases Jutras. “The Nutcracker is 
such a masterpiece, it doesn’t matter 
when you do it. It’s so great, it just 
comes out.” 

Alberta Ballet's The Nutcracker 
was choreographed by former Artis- 
tic Director Brydon Paige, and this 
year is the 14th season the company 
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will dance his steps. The previous 
13, consequently, have been danced 
(with a few exceptions) to recorded 
music, and Jutras is relying on their 
experience, too. 

“I spent a week with Alberta Bal- 
let just recently, watching them 
Practice to the recording. My job as 
a ballet conductor is not involved 
with the choreography. My job is to 
conduct the orchestra - to keep the 
right tempo. Now and then, I might 
talk to a dancer about the music - 
about maybe doing something at a 
little slower tempo, or faster. Ali 
Pourfarrokh (AB's Artistic Director) 
told me, ‘don’t worry about the danc- 
ers, just play the music,’ and that’s 
what I’m going to do.” 

Jutras, who spent at least 12 years 
in the Quebec Symphony Orchestra, 
hopes this first experience with the 
ballet will not be his last, but he 
can’t divulge his future plans just 
yet.

he Christmas season is once

Although there have been many 
different interpretations of the bal- 
let over the past century, the one 
element that has always remained is 
the casting of children for the ballets 
opening scene. The main character, 
a young girl named Clara who re- 
ceives an enchanted nutcracker for 
Christmas, is usually performed by a 
talented young dancer. Any young- 
ster whos donned a pair of pink 
ballet slippers dreams of playing 
Clara and Edmontons Katharine (Ka- 
tie) Garrett is having her dream 
come true as she prepares to step 
across the Jubilees stage, the star of 
Alberta’ Ballet's Nutcracker. 

“Its exciting”, she said. “Ive al- 
ways wanted to do Clara.” Garrett is 
a seasoned veteran of the ballet, as 
she celebrates her sixth year with 
the cast; impressive credentials fora 
12 year old. 

The Alberta Ballet is utilizing chil- 
dren from all of the cities in Alberta 
they’ll be presenting The Nutcracker 
in (the Calgary cast is from that city’s 
Alberta Ballet School).

Centre. There, Garrett takes classes 
three times a week and is working 
towards her Pre-Elementary exami- 
nation in the Royal Academy of 
Dance syllabus. She may soon find 
herself at the National Ballet School in 
Toronto, after making it onto the wait- 
ing list at the NBS recent auditions. 

“I’m not sure if I want to go iflam 
accepted,” she explained. “I've been 
at the school’s Summer School for 
two years already. I had a lot of fun 
there but all my friends and family 
are here in Edmonton; it’s a real 
Catch 22 situation.” 

Regardless if Garrett stays in Edm- 
onton or moves onto Toronto, she 
plans to finish school, dance in a 
large company and then study med- 
icine after she hangs up her pointe 
shoes. Her dreams are firmly ground- 
ed and she is working hard to see 
them come true. This bright, articu- 
late new star of ballet offers the 
following words of advice: To all of 
those people with dreams,dont give 
up on them, catch them if you can.

Fa- 
bio, a most recent Tinseltown

small eatery located in a un- 
pretenious strip mall in the 
southeast corner of the city.

The first 
option would have been the 
right one as we discovered that 
Fabio does not permit minors.

Mrs. Cheesecake’s Dinners 
which features such basic home 
cooking as macaroniand cheese, 
meatloaf, liver and onions and 
good old fashion pork chops. 

As thoughts of cheesecakes 
were utmost in our minds, we 
opted to forgo the usual pre- 
dinner starters and went right 
to the main courses. Two Ital- 
ian-inspired dishes, vegetable 
lasagna and chicken Parmesan 
with a quiche and soup combo 
were quickly brought to the ta- 
ble. The combo plate contained 
a thick-as-porridge, mushroom 
cheddar cheese soup in which 
the flavor of neither of the two 
main ingredients were maxi- 
mized. However, the spinach 
quiche was a silken egg custard 
with a wide ribbon of spinach 
served in an absolute rich past- 
ry and crowned with melted 
cheese. The other dishes shared 
the same mariniara sauce, a 
dressed-up sassy tomato num- 
ber, and were covered with 
Parmesan cheese. Both meals 
had enough sauce and cheese 
to accent the main body with- 
out dominating the dish. The 
chicken was lightly breaded and 
grilled, while the lagsana was a 
mountain of layered vegetables, 
carefully broiled. 

As hard as it was to resist the 
triple chocolate fudge cheese- 
cake (which had a strange 
resemblance to a top hat usua!- 
ly worn at some pompous tea 
party), instead the very berry, 
tunnel of fudge and the Christ- 
mas fruit were snapped up as 
desserts. They proved to be so 
luscious, that no care was given 
to any calories casading to our 
hips. From a callous beefcake 
to a loving cheescake, the 
evening out had moments found 
only in dreams.
